. unemployed army of 10 to 16 million Amerl- 
j can workers. It would ruin our rarmcrs, throw 
I thousands or businessmen to the wall, and 
I catapult ua down a spiral of deflation that 
would make the crash of ID2Q feci soft as u 
Xeatherbed." 
) There arc too many unpredic tables, of 
course, ror Mr. Hlllman or Mr. Sloan or any- 
I ~. one else to draw In advance an nccuralo plc- 
I ture of business Immediately after victory. 
But Mr. Hlllman's dismal panorama scema a 
bit overdone. To be sure, a 5100,000,000,000 
I national Income would be a 33 1-3 per cent 
drop from our present level. But It is also 24 
I per cent above our. pre-war level of 176,000,- 
000,000 In 1D40 (when considerable war pro- 
duction was already under way). 30 per cent 
j over tho lost purely peacetime year ot 103Q, 
and 18 per cent higher than the prcvlou.i top 
. or 582,000,000,000 In the lush and cockeyed 
year of 1030. 

Perhaps Mr. Hlllman rigures thot there Is 
nothing Inflated about our present wartime 
Income. Perhaps he feels that billions spent 
for productive civilian gootis and services are 
no more of an economic stlmulont than bil- 
lions spent on military expendobles. ir he's 
, right, then there Is cause lor gloom. But such 
premises, which seem to go with Mr, Hlllman's 
■ prognosis, are open to tiucstlon. 

Not that there Isn't plenty to worry about. 
The problems of Industrial reconversion and 
manpower rehabilitation must be solved 
quickly and wisely as a basis for any Income 
speculation. And their solution Is a vast and 
complex Job that will demand the co-opera- 
tion or Mr. Hlllman, Mr. Sloan, and all the 
beat minds In industry, labor and govern- 
ment. 

It Is the way that Job la done, not the pre- 
dictions of Alfred Sloan or Sidney Hlllman, 
that will determine our Immediate post-war

■44." It la encouraging to note how ttghUy 
most of ua have hung onto the first three Is- 
fluea. From May I, 1941, unUl the end of 1943, 
Americana had bought more than J25,000,- 
000,000 In Series E, F and O bonds. Redemp- 
tions up to that time amounted to 51,763 - 
000,000 or 7 per cent— Including the accrued 
Interest. 

That aeems to us a remarkably good record. 
And It la Interesting to learn from treoaury 
statistics, that most bonds were cashed in at 
Christmas time, during the flu epidemic, 
and In months when taxes were due.

Discussing the i)rospcct tor prompt coMltucUtia of 
OmallUn dom In tho mld-Columbla river, the PwUand 
Oregonlan notes how the arguments ot the luppoiters 
of the project hnvs been altered In recent yesn. It waa 
originally advocated principally lo Improve nsvliallon 
In the Columbia by drowning out the once haurdous 
Umatilla rapids. Now "those advocaUng the dun have 
gratually de-emphaslzed the Importance Ot the project 
from the atandpolnt ot navigation and Irrlgi lion, until 
now It haa greal«at backing as a hJ'droelDClrio power 
unit which wilt add eoO.OOO kilowatts to the Idtral 
aovemmonfs Columbia river ayatem," 

From the viewpoint ot tho DmatUU dam lupporlers, 
the change In tactics obvloualy is wise. Ihtt li be- 
cause, as ft navIt'Uon project, Umatilla ditn hu no 
JUsUflcatlon except ai an eventual unit in the oiir-aU 
program of completing the Columbla-Snaka wtleiway 
to Lewlston. TTie open chaiuicl which hai been con- 
atructed In the Columbia river up to the raoulh ol the 
Bnake ainea ISU has proven ftdequato to handle the 
bartt traltic on that stream, and Umatilla rapids haa 
lost the terror 11 held for rivennen In tho slemnhteler 
days. The pool created by UmatUlft dam would make 
that passage easier, but It would be In the nature of a 
navigation luxury rather than a neceaslty, end it 
would not extend practical QavlgaUon ftn Inch above 
lis present llmtu. It would give no tnuuportaUon Kllef 
to the great Inland terrltorr served by Snake riter. 

F\)ttunBtely, congress ftppetn to be UUng Uie broad 
view ol this development md Is recognliinf that (he 
DmaUlU-Soako river development should be consider- 
ed m a single project essential to compIeUon ot Uii 
great watervi-ay which wlU link tha Interior ot Uie Pa- 
cUlo northwest and tldawater.
